Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment and arguments filed December 12, 2003 distinguish the claimed invention from the 
rejection based on the Segawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,506,401), Kelley (U.S. Patent No. 6,396,1 16), 
Furukawa (U.S. Patent No. 6,262,513) and Nakamura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,138,145) 
references, since the cited prior art fails to disclose, teach or suggest, the claimed supporting 
substrate provided with no wiring, a solid-state image device pickup element chip formed on a 
light incident side of the supporting substrate and a protection cap provided on a light incident 
side of the solid-state image device pickup element chip.
